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Remembering Roy Bain, Former Moderator of the 
Southeast Conference 


Roy T. Bain died November 17" at home in Moulton Alabama, while in 
hospice care. Born February 17, 1947, Roy was called into ministry in 1966, 
and served churches of the United Church of Christ in Florida, Georgia and 
Alabama until retirement from Lanett Congregational Christian Church in 
2010. In retirement Roy served part-time as minister of Old Liberty 
Congregational-Christian Church, Moulton. He was a graduate of LaGrange 
College and earned a M.Div. from Columbia Theological Seminary. Roy was 
a veteran, having served two years in Vietnam. 
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The funeral for Roy will take place at Lawrence Funeral Home, 12950 AL— 


157, Moulton, Alabama at 2:30P Saturday, November 20". Visitation will 
begin at 1:00 preceding the service. 


Throughout his ministry, Roy Bain was deeply engaged in the life of the 
United Church of Christ in all its settings. He was a leader in the East 
Alabama-West Georgia Association, serving multiple terms as Moderator, 
and on many of its committees over the years. He served several terms on 
the Board of Directors of the Southeast Conference and was elected 
Moderator of the Conference for one term. He served as a General Synod 
delegate on behalf of the Conference. 


Retired Southeast Conference Minister Tim Downs said of Roy, “I called him 
light heartedly ‘the Bishop of East Alabama’. But | did so with some 
seriousness, for Roy brought to ministry gifts of spiritual substance, he was 
looked to by all of us as a leader. He was in the best sense a son of the 
tradition which had nurtured and ordained him, the Christian tradition of 
the Congregational Christian Churches, which merged into the United 
Church of Christ in 1957. This tradition valued sovereignty of Christ over the 
church, the principle of Christian unity, and of the liberty of the individual 
believer. Roy’s life was a testimony to these values. He lived his values with 
grace, humility, an irenic spirit, and compassion for those he served. | am 
deeply indebted to Roy for being my window on the Alabama Christian 
Churches.” 


Roy is survived by Wanda, his wife of 56 years, and two sons, Rex and 
Rodney.
